Concerning Punctuality. 


The whole number of cases of tardiness was 126, or less than 
one tardiness to every four pupils. Compared with last year the 
number of cases was 34 lessthan halfasmany. Thisimprovement 
must be attributed, in good part, to the public opinion in favor of 
promptness, which is growing under the stimulus of the rewards 
given by the Board to the Depratments which succeed in going 
without any tardiness foranentiremonth. The ‘‘barner’’ rooms 
this year were the Webster, No. 10, and Holmes, No. 12; Misses 
Zigler and. Beard, teachers. Neither of these Departments had a 
tardiness during the year. Next tothem were Rooms 6 and 8, 
each of which succeeded six months. Rooms 3 and 11, each five 
months; Rooms 5 and 9, three months each; Room 7, two months; 
and Rooms 2, 4and the High School, one month each. In all, fifty- 
one months. While this record is not up to the standard we hope 
to reach, it is improvement and it is not bad. The fifty-one pic- 
tures which have been hung on the walls of the school rooms as 
rewards of merit for these successes, will be an educating force for 
some time to come.

SECOND GRADE.

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


. The division of the High School work into “‘years’’ is not com- 
-pulsory. An individual may work as much slower than his class 
_as circumstances make advisable, or he may work faster under 
‘very special circumstances, if his abilities will permit. No pupil 
will: be permitted to attempt any study for which he is not pre- 

pared, and-only reasonable effort will be made to adapt the school 
programme to irregular pupils. With these provisions, pupils 
who cannot for good reasons take the whole course are encour- 
aged to pursue such studies as they desire. Candidates for the 
diploma will be governed by Rules 29 and 30. Pupils who com- 
plete satisfactorily any part of the High School course will be 
given certificates of standing on application. Non-resident grad- 
uates of the county schools are, by a current order of the Board 
of Education, admitted to membership in the High School with- 
out examination in the studies for which their common school 
diplomas were given. In all cases candidates for advanced stand- 
ing must pass the required examination. The provision in regard 
to selected studies does not apply to pupils who have not com- 
| pleted the common school course satisfactorily. Three courses of 
study are offered in the high School; and it is fair to say that, as 
-arule, those who are regularly in one of these courses will derive 
the greatest benefit from the school. |

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 


1. The schools shall be free to all persons between the ages 
of. six and twenty-one years, who are actual and legal residents 
of the district. 


2. Non-resident pupils may be admitted to the school on pay- 
ment, to the Superintendent, of tuition, quarterly in advance: 
Provided, that in case of necessary absence for two weeks or long- 
er, tuition may be returned for the time absent. The rate of 
tuition shall be as follows: Primary and intermediate Depart- 
ments, inclusive, $15; Grammar Department, $18; High School, 
$21, per school year of thirty-eight weeks. 


DUTIES OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


3. The Superintendent of the school shall have general super- 
vision over all the departments. He shall devote such time to 
teaching as may be directed by the Board. 


4. It shall be his duty to superintend the classification of 
pupils, to direct regarding modes of discipline and instruction, 
and to make such special rules (not in conflict with regulations of 
the Board of Education) as shall conduce to the. highest success of 
the schools. He shall appoint such stated or occasional meetings 
of the teachers as are necessrry tothe performance of these duties. 


5. He shall visit the different departmeats as often as his 
duties will permit, and shall see that the rules and regulations of 
the Board are duly enforced. He shall keep a record of his im- 
pressions of the manner in which each teacher performs her duties, 
which record shall take notice of the following points: 1. Order. 
29. Power of holding attention. 3. Skill ininstruction. 4. Skillin 
discipline. The re-employment or continuation of a teacher will 
depend largely upon the character of this record. 


6. For continued disobedience or violent opposition to au- 
thority in any particular instance he may suspend a pupil from 
the school, but shall immediately inform the parent or guardian 
of such pupil, and also the Board, of such suspension. 


7, Heshall fill temporary vacancies caused by illness or neces- 
sary absence of teachers, and make other temporary arrangements 
in relation to the school, and report the same to the Board. 
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8. He shall make such reports concerning the condition of 
the school and perform such other duties as the Board may from 
time to time direct. 


DUTIES OF TEACHERS. 


9. The tenure of office of all teachers shall be at the pleasure 
of the Board of Education, and superior qualifications as to moral 
character, literary attainments, industry and practical skill shall 
be especially regarded in their employment and continuance. The 
Board reserves the right to remove any teacher, as provided by 
law at any time. 


10. Teachers are required to be in their respective rooms at 
least fifteen minutes before the opening of the school; but if at 
any time tardy, they will report to the Superintendent. 


11. Teachers are required to devote themselves faithfully, 
and, during school hours, exclusively, to the duties of their office. 
They shall havearegular programme of recitations and other 
exercises. The Superintendent shall be furnished with a copy of 
the same, and be notifled whenever it is changed. 


12. They shall in no case dismiss their school, or any pupil, 
before the regular time of closing the school, except in case of 
sickness or some urgent necessity. 


13. They shall make such reports to the Superintendent as 
he may require, and attend all meetings of the teachers called by 
him, unless excused for some sufficient reason. They are hereby 
required to report to the Superindendent all difficult cases of dis- 
cipline. : 

14. Teachers shall require pupils to leave the premises imme- 
diately at the close of school. Before and after school, and at 
recess, teachers are required to give their personal attention to 
the preservation of order in the halls, on the stairs, and, as far as 
practicable, on the play grounds. 


15. At the close of school each day it shall be the duty of 
teachers to inform the parents or guardian of every pupil, in their 
respective departments, who was absent or tardy, provided the 
cause of the absence or tardiness is unknown to theteacher. The 
notice may be by printed form, and sent by’a pupil. Parents 
shall in all cases be notified when the absences of their children 
have so accumulated that two additional half day’s absence will 
require a suspension from the school. 


16. Teachers will be held reasonably responsible for injuries 
done to the rooms in which they teach, or to the furniture in the 
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Same, and they must take all possible care that no damage is done 
to either. To this end they will at no time leave pupils in their 
school-rooms without some person in charge. 


17. Teachers inflicting corporal punishment must report the 
same, on blanks furnished for the purpose, to the Superintendent 
and the Board. Before resorting to this mode of correction it will 
usually be advisable to inform the parents or guardian of the 
pupil as well as the Superintendent, of the probable necessity for 
the same, 


DUTIES OF PUPILS 


18. Pupils are required to attend school regularly and punc- 
tually; to obey these rules, as far as they apply to them, and all 
the directions of their teachers; to be gentle in deportment, dili- 
gent in study, respectful to their teachers, and kind and obliging 
to schoolmates: to refrain entirely from the use of profane or 
vulgar language, and to be clean in person and attire. 


16. The use of tobacco, in any form, by the pupils, either in 
schvol or on the school grounds, is forbidden. 


20. Pupils are required to avoid loitering, talking, and all 
kinds of disorder in the halls. 


21. No pupil shall enter a room to which he does not belong 
without permission from his teacher. 


22. Pupils are not to throw stones, snowballs, or missiles of 
and kind. in or about the school grounds. 


23. Ifa pupil shall do injury to aschool building, or any of 
the school property, he, or his parents or guardian, shall cause the 
same to be immediately repaired; otherwise the pupil will be sus- 
pended from school, and re-admitted only on the order of the 
Board of Education. 


24, Any pupil who shall be absent four half days, or tardy 
four times in four successive weeks, without an excuse from 
parent or guardian, given either in person or in writing, satisfying 
the teacher that the absences were unavoidable, shall forfeit his 
seat in school, and the teacher shall forthwith notify the parent 
and the Board that the pupil issuspended. No pupil thus sus- 
pended shall be restored to school until the parent or guardian has 
obtained permission from the Board for him to return, In the 
application of this rule two dismissals, or leaving school without 
permission, shall be regarded as one unexcused absence. 


25. The names of all pupils who shall be charged with no 
absent or tardy marks during an entire term shall be reported to 
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the Board of Education, and the same be published as a Rol of 
Honor. The names of those pupils who shall be charged with no 
absence or tardy marks during the entire year shall be inscribed 
on the permanent records of the school. 


26. Pupils shall strictly adhere to the course of study pre- 
scribed, and must provide themselves with the books and other 
articles required in the class to which they belong. In case of 
failure to comply with the latter clause of this rule, a list of 
required articles having been furnished the parent one week pre- 
viously, the pupil will be suspended and the case referred to the 
Board of Education. 


27. Pupils from families afflicted with a contagious disease 
shall at once withdraw from the school, and return only on pre- 
senting a physician’s certificate that they may do so without 
danger to the school. ‘ 


PROMOTION, GRADUATION, ETC. 


28. Classes may be promoted from grade to grade whenever 
prepared. The basis for promotion in all grades above the fourth 
shall be as follows: A record of recitations shall be kept, as 
directed by the Superintendent. Examinations shall be had in 
such branches and in such manner as directed by the Superintend- 
ent, the result of which shall be recorded. The standing for the 
time spent in the grade shall be found by dividing the sum of all 
the averages by the number of averages. Examinations shall as 
far as possible, be written. The minimum for promotion in all 
grades below the High School shall be 70 per cent. 


29. Whenever a pupil has satisfactorily completed the course 
of study prescribed by the Board of Education as far as the begin- 
ning of the High School Grade, he shall be entitled to a certificate 
of the fact signed by the Superintendent and the proper teacher, 
which certificate shall admit him to the High School. Candidates 
for graduation must be able to present to the Board the certificate 
of the proper teacher and the Superintendent that they have com- 
pleted; in accordance with Rule 30, each study in the course. 
These certificates will always be given when the study is complet- 
ed, and the candidates will be responsible for their preservation. 


30. No pupils shall be entitled to or receive a diploma from 
the Sterling School whose average standing in all the studies of 
the first three years of the High School course is less than 75 per 
cent., or whose average in all the studies of the last year of the 
course is less than 80 per cent., or whose average in any one study 
of the course is less than 65 per cent. 
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31. At the end of each school year the ‘‘class honors’’ shall 
be awarded in the High School as follows: To the pupil in each 
class whose standing in the year’s work is highest, the honors of 
the class, to be designated as first, second, third or fourth honors, , 
for the A, B, C, and D classes respectively. The pupil who is 
entitled to the honors of his class shall receive at the public gradua- 
tion exercises a certificate of standing, signed by the teacher of 
the class, the Superintendent, and the President and Secretary of 
the Board of Education: Provided—lIst, that no honors will be 
awarded for alower average than 90 per cent.; 2d, that all the 
pupils whose average for the year is over 95 per cent. shall receive 
honorable mention; and, 3d, that no pupil in the High School 
shall be counted as belonging to any class, if deficient in any of 
the work done by the class. 


32. One of the requirements for pradiuticn shall be an origi- 
nal essay of not less than 600 nor more than 1,000 words, a copy of 
which shall be filed with the Superintendent for preservation | 
previous to the date of graduation, and the subject of which may 
be assigned the candidate by a committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion, at the option of the Board. This essay must be presented to 
the Superintendent for his approval not less than one month 
before the date of graduation. 


JANITOR. 


33. The janitors appointed by the Board are required to keep 
the rooms well warmed and properly ventilated, daily swept and 
dusted, and when necessary, washed; to ring the bell as directed 
by the Superintendent, to keep the walks free from snow and ice, 
to make all needed repairs in term time, to keep all outbuildings 
in good condition, to closely watch and protect all school property 
in and about the school buildings, and during vacation to make 
such improvements upon buildings and grounds as the Board or 
its committee may direct. 


34. The temperature of the school rooms shall be kept as 
near as may be at 65° to 70° Fahrenheit. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


35. Any parent or guardian feeling aggrieved by the action 
of a teacher should make the fact known to the Superintendent; 
but in case of dissatisfaction with the decision, an appeal should 
be made to the Board of Education. The Board does not care to 
hear complaints unless satisfaction cannot be had from the Super- 


intendent. 
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36. Any proper notice of alocal nature will be read in the 
various school rooms, provided a copy of the same is left at the 
Superintendent’s office. | 


(At the regular meeting of the Board of Education, Nov. 26 
1892, the following report of a special committee was adopted, ex- 
planatory of rule 27:) 


To the Honorable Board of Education: 

Your committee to whom was referred the matter of contagi- 
ous diseases would respectfully present the following from the 
State Board of Health, and would recommend that it be adopted, 
and printed with the next annual report, that all the patrons of 
the school may be informed on the subject. 


With regard to that most important question, when maya 
pupil who has an infectious disease return to school ? the follow- 
ing rules are endorsed, eG patient and clothes are thorough- 
ly disinfected. 


A pupil may return to school after scarlet fever in not less 
than six weeks from the date of the rash, if disquamation have 
completely ceased, and there be no appearance of sore throat. 
Measles in not less than three weeks from the date of the rash if all 
disquamation afd cough have ceased. German measles in two or 
three weeks, the exact time depending upon the nature of the at- 
tack. Small pox and chicken-pox when every scab has fallen off. 
Mumps in four weeks from the commencement, if the swelling 
has subsided. Whooping cough after six weeks from the com- 
mencement of the whooping, provided the characteristic spas- 
modic cough and the whooping have ceased, or earlier, if all cough 
has completely passed away. Diphtheria in not less than thvee 
weeks, when convalescence is completed, there being no longer 
any form of sore throat, or any kind of discharge from the throat, 
nose, eyes, ears, etc., and no albuminuria. 


In conclusion, it may be said that such means as quarantine, 
disinfection, etc., connot supply the place of thorough cleanliness 
and abundance of fresh air, though it must be admitted that the 
frequent lack of enforcement of the one, and the absence of the 
other make the resort to disinfectants, deodorants and antiseptics 
a sine qua non to the prevention of disease and the maintenance 
of health. 


The above report and recommendations were adopted by the 
Board at the regular meeting Nov. 26 1892.

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The Graded Libraries. 


It is a pleasure to report that the new graded library is doing for 
the schools all that we anticipated. These books are read with great 
eagerness by many of the pupils, and we have abundant evidences of 
good results. The teachers are very enthusiastic over the libraries, 
and during the past year have done every-thing possible to make 
them effective. The best results have been obtained in the primary and 
intermediate grades. In the grammar grades, a very poor showing 
was made, owing to the fact that the pupils, generally, needed all 
their time to complete the work required for entering the high school. 
This congested state of affairs is, of course, unnatural, and is due, in 
large part, to time frittered away in some of the intermediate grades, 
which puts the pupils correspondingly behind in the grammar and 
high school. It can, of course, be remedied, and in fime we shall 
look to see the libraries of the grammar grades as well patronized as 
those of the lower grades. 

During the year one hundred fourteen volumes were added to 
the library, making three hundred thirty-five books now in use below 
the high school. The average number of books which each pupil 
above the first primary room read during the year was six, just double 
the average number read the year before. 

Below is a full list of the books as they are distributed among the 
rooms. The number placed at the right of each title shows the num- 
ber of pupils who have read the book during the past year.

Music. 


The continued provision made by the Board for special instruction 
in music for the past five years is bringing very satisfactory returns. 
More pupils are at present interested in vocal music than ever before, 
and it is especially gratifying to note the interest which boys take in 
this subject, as the time has been when it was popularly considered 
unmanly to try to sing. 

That music has done much’to cheer the atmosphere of our school- 
rooms by resting, invigorating and inspiring the pupils, there can be 
no doubt; and now that its benefits are becoming so manifest to the 
pupils themselves, we may expect better results to follow. 

For this very satisfactory condition of music in our schools much 
credit is due the special instructor, Miss Ella G. Richards, whose re- 
port is subjoined: 


Report of the Director of Music. 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT: 

The vocal instruction for the year comprised reading by note; 
-deep and sustained breathing; correct intonation; exercises in time 
and measuring it with the voice; accent and pronunciation of words; 
slighting of unimportant words; interpreting music according to the 
sentiment of the words, with the elocution of music and words com- 
bined; phrasing in its higher sense; rhythm in contrast with time. 

The chorus singing at the closing exercises of Room Twelve illus- 
trated the work that has been done in the various departments during 
the year. 

Many fine voices received and profited by the instruction, and the 
interest in vocal music continued unabated—rather, increased, several 
departments asking for more time for singing. 

In my opinion, the study of vocal music should be systematic, 
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comprising daily recitations as in other branches taught. Music, not 
long since regarded as a ‘‘fad,’’ is now considered a necessity, and 
from formerly being an accomplishment of the few, through the pub- 
lic schools it is becoming an acquisition of the many.

The Grades. 


Course of Study. 


A new course of study ought to be adopted. The one herewith 
published represents two different systems of work, without doing jus- 
tice to either. It has had additions to and substractions from to re- 
present the work now going on, but to a considerable extent fails to 
do us justice. In lieu of further patchwork, I recommend the adopt- 
ion of a new course. 


Average Age of Pupils. 


An inspection of the table on page eight will show what is being 
-accomplished by way of reducing the average age of pupils in the 
respective grades. One weak point of our schools has been the high 
-average age of the pupils. If any considerable number of pupils in 
the grades are to be expected te receive the advantages of our high 
school, they must be prepared for that course before the age at which 
the great majority of pupils, boys especially, have to quit school. We 
want all the tuition pupils who care to come to us, but first and fore- 
most our high school is, or ought to be, for our own pupils, and its 
usefulness to the district is commensurate with the number from the 
grades who can be prepared to profit by its instruction. 


Arbor Day. 


Arbor Day was observed in all the rooms by appropriate exer- 
-cises. Room Nine planted a healthy elm on the spot where the im- 
mortal Lincoln addressed a mass meeting forty years before, placing ap- 
propriate records beneath the tree. Mention is here made of the cir- 
-cumstance that the tree may become historical as the Lincoln Elm. 
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Summary. 


In general, the schools have made steady progress throughout the 
year; although, for two months the lower grades were badly broken 
up by enforcement of the rule for contagious diseases with respect to 
measles, 

The teachers, without exception, did a hard year’s work, and, in 
‘my opinion, were worthy of the high compliment which the Board 
paid to them by a unanimous re-election. In this connection, I de- 
‘sire to acknowledge the faithful services of the three retiring teachers. 
Miss Nellie G. Miller has been a member of the corps of teachers for 
“seven years, and it is a matter of sincere regret that she is not to re- 
main with us. Although Miss Smith and Miss Edwards have not been 
with the school for so long a period, they have worked faithfully and 
-efficiently for the prosperity of the school and are of the kind that re- 
flect credit upon a corps of instructors. 

Discipline has been easily maintained, the pupils, as a rule, in- 
-dustrious, and their progress fair. 

A large class will enter the high school in September. 

I desire to thank the Board, on behalf of the schools, for many 
material improvements in our’ surroundings, made during the past 
‘three years, including an effective thermostatic regulation of the 

‘temperature of the buildings, new desks, slate black-boards and a 
graded library. Also for effective support given to the management, 
for acceptable counsel, for much valuable time devoted to the inter- 
-ests of the schools, and, in general, for a most commendable desire 
«to make of them the best that circumstances will permit.

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Rules and Regulations. 


Terms of Admission. 

1. The schools shall be free to all persons between the ages of 
six and twenty-one years, who are actual and legal residents of the 
district. an 
2. Children who have never attended school will be admitted at 
the opening of the school in September; also immediately after the 
Christmas vacation. There will be no spring admissions, but those 
who will become six years of age before January 1, may enter at the 
opening of the schools in September, and those who will become six 
years of age before May 1, may enter the first of January. 

3. Non-resident pupils may be admitted to the school on pay- 
ment of tuition to the Superintendent, quarterly in advance. Provid- 
ed, that in case of necessary absence for two weeks or longer, tuition 
may be returned for the time absent. The rate of tuition shall be as 
follows: Primary and Intermediate Departments, inclusive, $15; 
Grammar Departments, $18; High School, $21 per school year of 
thirty-eight weeks. 


Duties of Superintendent. 

1. The Superintendent of the schools shall have general super- 
vision over all the departments. He shall devote such time to 
teaching as may be directed by the Board. 

2, It shall be his duty to superintend the classification of pupils, 
to direct regarding modes of discipline and instruction, and to make 
such special rules (not in conflict with regulations of the Board of 
Education) as shall conduce to the highest success of the schools. He 
shall appoint such stated or occasional meetings of the teachers as are 
necessary to the performance of these duties. 

3. He shall visit the different departments as often as his duties 
will permit, and shall see that the rules and regulations of the Board 
are duly enforced, He shall keep a record of his impressions of the 
manner in which each teacher performs her duty, which record shall 
take notice of the following points: 1. Order; 2. Power of holding 
attention; 95. Skill in instruction; 4. Skill in discipline. The re- 
employment or continuation of a teacher will depend largely upon 
the character of this record. 

4. For continued disobedience or violent opposition to authority 
in any particular instance he may suspend a pupil from the school,. 
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but shall immediately inform the parents or guardian of such pupil, 
and also the Board, of such suspension. 

5. He shall fill temporary vacancies caused by illness or neces- 
sary absence of teachers, and make other temporary arrangements in 
relation to the school, and report the same to the Board. 

6. He shall make such reports concerning the condition of the 


school and perform such other duties as the Board may from time to 
time direct. 


Duties of Teachers. 

1. The tenure of office of all teachers shall be at the pleasure of 
the Board of Education, and superior qualifications as to moral char- 
acter, literary attainments, industry and practical skill shall be 
especially regarded in their employment and continuance. The Board 
reserves the right to remove any teacher, as provided by law, at 
any time. 

2. Teachers are required to be in their respective rooms at least 
fifteen minutes before the opening of the school; but if at any time 
tardy they will report to the Superintendent. 

3. Teachers are required to devote themselves faithfully, and 
during school hours exclusively, to the duties of their office. They 
shall have a regular program of recitations and other exercises. The 
Superintendent shall be furnished with a copy of the same, and be 
notified whenever it is changed. 

4. They shall in no case dismiss their school, or any pupil, be- 
fore the regular time of closing the school, except in case of sickness 
or some urgent necessity. 

5. They shall make such reports to the Superintendent as he 
may require, and attend all meetings of the teachers called by him, 
unless excused for some sufficient reason. They are hereby required 
to report to the Superintendent all difficult cases of discipline. 

6. Teachers shall require pupils to leave the premises imme- 
diately at the close of school. Before and after school, and at recess, 
teachers are required to give personal attention to the preservation of 
order in the halls, on the stairs, and, as far as practicable, on the 
play grounds. 

7. At the close of school each day it shall be the duty of teachers 
to inform the parents or guardian of every pupil in their respective 
departments, who was absent or tardy, provided the cause of the 
absence or tardiness is unknown to the teacher. The notice may be 
by printed form, and sent by a pupil. Parents shall in all cases be 
notified when the absences of their children have so accumulated that 
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two additional haif-day’s absence will require a suspension from 
the school. 

8. Teachers will be held reasonably responsible for injuries done 
to the room in which they teach, or to the furniture in the same, and 
they must take all possible care that no damage is done to either. To 
this end they will at no time leave pupils in their school-rooms without 
some person in charge. 

9. Teachers inflicting corporal punishment must report the same 
on blanks furnished for the purpose, to the Superintendent and the 
Board. Before resorting to this mode of correction it will usually be 
advisable to inform the parents or guardian of the pupil as well as the 
Superintendent, of the probable necessity of the same. 

10. Each teacher shall have charge of the circulating library in 
her room, and shall endeavor to make it as beneficial to her pupils as 
possible. To this end she shall read all the books of the library, and 
shall give, and have her pupils give, book reviews as directed by the 
Superintendent. 


Duties of Pupils. 

1. Pupils arerequired to attend school regularly and punctually; 
to obey these rules, as far as they apply to them, and all the directions 
of their teachers; to be gentle in deportment, diligent in study, res- 
pectful to their teachers, and kind and obliging to classmates, to 7e- 
Srain entirely from the use of profane or vulgar language, and to be 
clean in person and attire. 

2. The use of tobacco, in any form, by the pupils, either in school 
or on the school grounds, is forbidden. 

3. Pupils are required to avoid loitering, talking, and all ends 
of disorder in the halls. 

4. No pupil shall enter a room to which he does not belong with-- 
out permission from his teacher. 

5. Pupils are not to throw stones, snowballs, or missiles of any 
kind, in or about the school grounds. 

6. Ifa pupil shall do injury to a school building, or any of the 
school property, he, or his parents or guardian, shall cause the same- 
to be immediately repaired; otherwise the pupil will be suspended. 
from school, and re-admitted only on the order of the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

7. Any pupil who shall be absent four half days, or tardy four: 
times in four successive weeks, without an excuse from parent or guar-.- 
dian, given either in person or in writing, satisfying the teacher that 
the absences were unavoidable, shall forfeit his seat in school, and the: 
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teacher shall forthwith notify the parent and the Board that the pupil 
is suspended. No pupil thus suspended shall be restored to school 
until the parent or guardian has obtained permission from the Board 
for him to return. In the application of this rule two dismissals, or 
leaving the school without permission, shall be regarded as one unex- 
cused absence. 

8. The names of all pupils who shall be charged with no absent 
or tardy marks during an entire term shall be reported to the Board 
of Education, and the same be published as a Roll of Honor. The 
names of those pupils who shall be charged with no absence or tardy 
marks during the entire year shall be inscribed on the permanent re- 
cords of the school. 

9. Pupils shall strictly adhere to the course of study prescribed, 
and must provide themselves with books and other articles required 
in the class to which they belong. In case of failure to comply with 
the latter clause of this rule, a list of required articles having been fur- 
nished the parent one week previously, the pupil will be suspended 
and the case referred to the Board of Education. 

10. Pupils from families afflicted with a contagious disease shall 
at once withdraw from the school, and return only on presenting a 
physician’s certificate that they may do so without danger tothe school. 

11. Pupils are forbidden to bring sticks or rubbish into the school 
grounds, or to litter the grounds with paper. 

12. Pupils will be held responsible for the loss or damage of li- 
brary books beyond the natural wear. For failing to return a book, a 
pupil must pay the full value of the book, and in case of damage must 
take the book and pay its full value. The continued abuse of the li- 
brary books will be a just cause for denying a pupil the use of them, 

Promotion, Graduation, Etc. 

1. Classes may be promoted from grade to grade whenever pre- 
pared. The basis for promotion in all grades above the fourth shall 
be as follows: A record of recitations shall be kept as directed by the 
Superintendent. Examinations shall be had in such branches and 
such manner as directed by the Superintendent, the result of which, 
shall be recorded. The standing for the time spent in the grade shall 
- be found by dividing the sum of all the averages by the number of © 
averages. Examinations shall, as far as possible, be written. The 
minimum for promotion in all grades below the high school shall be 75 
per cent., with no subject below 60 per cent. 

2, Whenever a pupil has satisfactorily completed the course of 
study prescribed by the Board of Education as far as the beginning of 
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the high school grade, he shall be entitled to a certificate of the fact 
signed by the Superintendent and proper teacher, which certificate 
shall admit him to the high school. Candidates for graduation must 
be able to present to the Board the certificate of the proper teacher 
and the Superintendent that they have completed in accordance with 
Rule 3, each study in the course. These certificates will always be 
given when the study is completed, and the candidates will be respon- 
sible for their preservation. 

3. No pupil shall be entitled to, or receive a diploma from the 
Sterling School whose average standing in all the studies of the first 
three years of the high school course is less than 75 per cent., or whose 
average in all the studies of the last year of the course is less than 80 
per cent., or whose average in any one study of the course is less than 
65 per cent. 

4, Atthe end of each school year the ‘‘class honors’’ shall be 
awarded in the high school as follows: To the pupil in each class 
whose standing in the year’s work is highest, the honors of the class, 
to be designated as first, second, third or fourth honors for the A, B, 
C and D classes respectively. The pupil who is entitled to the hon- 
ors of his class shall receive at the public graduation exercises a certi- 
ficate of the fact signed by the teacher of the class, the Superintend- 
ent, and the President and Secretary of the Board of Education. Pro- 
vided—lIst, that no honors will be awarded for a lower average than 
90 per cent.; 2d, that all the pupils whose average for the year is over 
95 per cent. shall receive honorable mention; and, 8rd, that no pupil 
in the high school shall be counted as belonging to any class, if defi- 
cient in any of the work done by the class. 

5. One of the requirements for graduation shall be an original 
essay of not less than 600 or more than 1000 words, a copy of which 
shall be filed with the Superintendent for preservation, previous to the 
date of graduation, and the subject of which may be assigned the can- 
didate by a committee of the Board of Education, at the option of the 
Board. This essay must be presented to the Superintendent for his 
approval not less than one month before the date of graduation. 


Janitor. 

1. The janitors appointed by the Board are required to keep the 
rooms well warmed and properly ventilated, daily swept and dusted, 
and whenever necessary, washed; to ring the bell as directed by the 
Superintendent, to keep the walks free from snow and ice, to make 
all neededrepairs in term time, too keep all out-buildings in good 
condition, to closely watch and protect all school property in and 
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about the school buildings, and during vacation to make such im- 
provements upon buildings and grounds as the Board or its committee 
may direct. 

2. The temperature of the school rooms shall be kept as near as 
may be at 70° Fahrenheit. 


Contagious Diseases. 
Rules Adopted Upon Recommendation of the State Board of Health. 


With regard to that most important question, when may a pupil 
who has had an infectious disease return to school? the following rules 
are endorsed, provided patient and clothes are thoroughly disinfected. 

A pupil may return to school after scarlet fever in not less than 
six weeks from the date of the rash, if desquamation has complete- 
ly ceased, and there be no appearance of sore throat. Measles, in not 
less than three weeks from the date of the rash, if all desquamation 
and cough have ceased. German measles, in two or three weeks, 
the exact time depending upon the nature of the attack. Small-poa 
and chicken-pox, when every scab has fallen off. IZumps, in two 
weeks from the commencement, if the swelling has subsided. Whoop- 
ing cough, after six weeks from the com@encement of the whooping, 
provided the characteristic spasmodic cough and the whooping have 
ceased, or earlier, if all cough has completely passed away. Diph- 
theria, in not less than three weeks, when convalescence is complet- 
ed, there being no longer any form of sore throat, or any kind of dis- 
charge from the throat, nose, eyes, ears, etc., and no albuminuria. 

In conclusion, it may be said that such means as quarantine, dis- 
infection, etc., cannot supply the place of thorough cleanliness and 
abundance of fresh air, though it must be admitted that the frequent 
lack of enforcement of the one and the absence of the other, make the 
resort to disinfectants, deodorants, and antiseptics a sine qua non to 
the prevention of disease and the maintenance of health. 


Rhetorical Exercises. © 


1. Every pupil of the high school shall perform regular rhetor- 
ical work. 

2. Pupils shall be graded in rhetorical exercises as well as in 
any other study. 

3. Pupils who do not satisfactorily perform rhetorical exercises 
shall not be eligible to class honors. 

4. The teachers of the high school shall see that these conditions 
are faithfully observed. 
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Miscellaneous. 


1. Any parent or guardian feeling aggrieved by the action of a 
teacher should make the fact known to the Superintendent; but in 
case of dissatisfaction with the decision, an appeal should be made to 
the Board of Education. The Board does not care to hear complaints 
unless satisfaction cannot be had from the Superintendent. 

2. Any proper notice of a local nature will be read in the various 
school rooms, provided a copy of the same is left at the Superintend- 
ent’s office. 

3. Pupils who leave the room during school hours, may be re- 
quired to make up the time after school, at the discretion of the teach- 
er. But this rule will not be enforced against pupils who are consti- 
tutionally weak, provided information of such disability be given to 
the teacher or Superintendent by the physician or the parent of the 


pupil. 


Course of Study.

Lead the 
children to discover what is in each number, and to represent with 
figures what is shown with objects. Follow the analysis of the num- 
ber with drill upon the facts discovered, and comparison of the last 
number learned with preceding numbers. The equal parts of a unit 
from halves to tenths. The signs -|-, —, =. The MAKING and solving 
of concrete problems, The teacher’s guide will be Section II of 
Prince’s Manual. 
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DRAWING.—Letters, figures, straight lines, angles and simple 
figures, combinations of straight lines, 


Music.—As directed by the teacher of music. 


MISCELLANEOUS.—The manner of entering and leaving a room, 
going to and from recitation; opening, shutting and holding a book, 
and, in general, the beginning of orderly and regular habits should 
receive the most unremitting attention. In this grade the personal 
habits and manners of the pupil are proper subjects for the attention 
of the teacher. Physical exercises and singing for recreation, should 
occur at least once an hour in this grade. No class exercises should 
be longer than twenty minutes. 


Second Grade.

At the end of this grade 
the pupil should be able to read and write numbers rapidly and 
accurately to 1,000; to add, subtract, multiply and divide, the 
multiplier and divisor not to exceed nine; to make and solve a great 
variety of concrete problems; to make and use the tables, and the 
fractions 144, 4%, % and 1-5. Prince’s Arithmetic No. 1. 


Music.—As directed by the teacher of music. 
DRAWING.—White’s Art Instruction, No. 1. 


PuysioLoGy.—Elementary Physiology and Hygiene as directed 
by the Superintendent.

The High School. 


The division of the High School work into ‘‘years’’ is not compul- 
sory. An individual may work as much slower than his class as cir- 
cumstances make advisable, or he may work faster under very spec- 
lai circumstances, if his abilities will permit. No pupil will be per- 
mitted to attempt any study for which he is not prepared, and only 
reasonable effort will be made to adapt the school programme to irreg- 
ular pupils. With these provisions, pupils who cannot, for good 
reasons, take the whole course, are encouraged to pursue such studies 
as they desire. Candidates for the diploma will be governed by Rules 
2 and 38. Pupils who complete satisfactorily any part of the High 
School course will be given certificates of standing on application. 
Non-resident graduates of the country schools are, by a current order 
of the Board of Education, admitted to membership in the High School 
without examination in the studies for which their common school 
diplomas were given. In all cases candidates for advanced standing 
must pass the required examination. The provision in regard to se- 
lected studies does not apply to pupils who have not completed the 
common school course satisfactorily. Three courses of study are of- 
fered in the High School, and it is fair to say that, as a rule, those who 
are regular in one of these courses will derive the greatest benefit 
from the school.
